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Passed Amid Loud Cheers. 
British War Office Has No 
Intention of Acting With 
Undue Severity. 


Londen, January 20.—The ‘military 
service bill passed through the com- 
mittee of the house of commons at 41 
o'clock tonight amid loud cheers. 

Walter Hume Long, president of the 
local government board, in a speech 
closing the discussion, said he desired 
to remove the impression that under 
this bill the government was creating 
a great monster in the form of a mili- 
tary machine which would grab at any 
man coming within its scope. There 
was no intention that the war office 
should act with undue severity but, 
on the contrary, it intended to main- 
tain. thé present system almost iden- 
tical, but giving it a statutory posi- 
tion it hitherto had not occupied. 

Philip Snowden, the socialist mem- 
ber for Blackburn, speaking as an op- 
ponent of the bill, paid a warm tribute 
to the generous way the bill had been 
piloted through the house by Andrew 
Bonar Law and Mr. Long. 

Mr. Bonar. Law then expressed the 
grateful thanks of himself and Mr. 
Long to all sections for the restraint 
shown in committee. 

John Dillon, nationalist, added that 
he had never seen a bill which might 
easily have led to passionate, heated 
debate conducted through the house 
with greater skill or in a more concilia- 
tory manner. He thought that Premier 
Asquith had never shown greater skill 
than in leaving its conduct to Mr. Long 
and Mr. Bonar Law.

The lawlessness. of Great 
Britain has been increased greatly 
during the past twelve months.

Can Easily Obtain Rights. 


“By firmness, but peacefully, neutrals 
can easily obtain their rights from both 
belligerents. 

“Paraphrasing the language of Mr. 
Jefferson, England may feel the desire 
of absorbing the commerce of Germany 
and of starving her people, but she 
can have no right of doing it at our 
loss or of making us the instrumient 
of it.”

Efficiency Advocates Military 
‘Training in —— . 


Philadelphia, January 20. —- With de- 
nunciation of what he termed Ger- 
many’s “cynical disregard of the ob- 
Hgations of international humanity” 


on the one hand and with high praise f. 


for German “national efficiency” and 
care of its workers on the other, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt delivered the principal 
address before the national conference 
on “Americanization” here tonight. The 
meeting was held in the Metropolitan 
© ra house and was part of a two- 
"luays’ session, at which problems of 
immigration were considered. 

Under the theme of “Fear God and 
Take Your Own Part,“ Colonel Roose- 
velt touched a wide range of discus- 
sion. He appealed to America to ful- 
fill her promises of fiberty and equal 
opportunity to the people who come 
from foreign lands, declaring that to 
be the first essential in transforming 
them into desirable citizens. Germany 
had, he said, proved that an autocratic 
government can take care of its work- 


ing classes and its business interests five 


at the same time and the aim of the 
United States should be to demonstrate 
that a democracy tould accomplish the 
same things. 

Military training starting in the high 
| schools of the country, greater gov- 
ernmental control over corporations and 
likewise lessened state control, to- 
gether with federal supervision and en- 
couragement of the manufacture of 
munitions were other questions urged 
by the speaker. 

In ‘a book which has long been a 
favorite in our family one of the char- 
acters sums up the duty of man as 
being to ‘Fear God and take your own 
part,“ Colonel Roosevelt said. “Surely 
it is just as good a motto for a nation 
as for a man. We fear God when we 
do justice to and demand justice from 
the men within our own borders. We 
must do it to the weak and we must 
do it to the strong. We must organize 
our social and Andustrial life 
so as to secure a reasonable equality 
of opportunity for all men to show 
the stuff that is in them. 


Showed Fear of Devil. 


“Outside of our own.borders we must 
treat other nations as we wish to be 
treated in return, judging each in any 
given crisis as we ourselves ought to 
be judged, that is, by our conduct in 
that crisis. If we are really devoted 
to a high ideal, we must insofar as our 
strength permits aid those who are 
wronged by others. When we sit idly 
by when Belgium is being overwhelmed 
and, rolling up our eyes, prattle with 
unctuous self-righteousness about the 
duty of neutrality, we show that we 
do not really fear God; on the contrary, 
we show an odious fear of the devil 
and a mean readiness to serve him.“ 

The nation should, the colonel said, 
be prepared to take its own part. A 
country that cannot defend itself often 
is as fertile a source of evil as one 
which does wrong to others, he said, 
continuing: 

“Whatever may be the case in an 
infinitely remote future, at present no 
8 can render very gr service to 

umanity unless as @ peo they feel 
an intense sense of national cohesion 
and solidarity. The man who loves 
other nations as much as he does his 
own country stands on a par with a 
man who loves other.women as much 
as he does his own wife. The United 
States can accomplish little for man- 
kind save insofar as within its bor- 
ders it develops an intense spirit of

SENATOR SMITH IS RIGHT. 


Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, is em- 
inently correct in the position he takes that 
this country must insist upon the recogni- 


tlon of its trade rights with neutral coun- 


tries by all the powers at war. 

Instead of coming nearer to American 
opinion regarding her blockade of neutral 
ports, England is getting farther and farther 
away from it. This is strikingly’ evidenced. 
in. her proposal to establish a general 
blockade of Germany, including all neutral 
ports through which there is possibility of 
reaching Germany with any products what- 
soever. 

Instead of replying to our recent em- 
phatic demands for a revision of her orders 
in council relative to interference with our 
commerce with these neutral European 

ts, England plans in her new program 

to guip down all of international law in 
A bingle swallow and to make her heretofore 
piecemeal violation of it complete. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal, in dis- 
cussing this new phase of the problem be- 
‘tween the United States and Great Britain, 
concludes that what is wanted “is a protest 
of such vigor as will quicken the British 
government's appreciation of our determina- 
tion to withstand any such clear invasion 
of neutral rights.“ 

It begins to appear that this vigorous 
protest must originate with congress, if it 
is to be made effective. Senator Smith is 
paving the. way for it, and, as a result 
of his careful investigation and presenta- 
tion of the facts, has elicited the active 
interest in some instances of republican as 
well as democratic members. 

It is not by any means a question 
alone of cotton, which, as Senator Smith 
has clearly proven, has not been used for 
powder making by Germany the past eight 
months, because of the discovery of a bet- 


ter substitute, but also of food products’ 


in which the north and west are even more 
deeply interested than the south. Nor does 
Senator Smith advocate the antagonism of 
Great Britain to the point of provoking war. 
That, as The Constitution has frequently 
pointed out, is both unnecessary and beside 
the question. As Senator Smith puts it: 


I do not mean to go to war. There 

may come a time when we shall have 

to fight, but 1 do not believe in involv- 
ing this nation in war for a few dol- 
lars. All we have to do is to show that 
we have the nerve to insist on our rights, 
: = land understands that we are right 

that she is wrong.

Alex C. King, well-known Atlanta law- 
ver, was giy indorsed for appoint- 
ment to the supreme court bench by 
Georgia attorneys who presented Mr, 
King’s claims to the president at the 
white house today. 

President. Wilson thanked the mem- 
bers of the delegation for their call 
and declared that their indorsements 
will de given careful consideration in 
the sélection of a guccessor to the late 
lamented. Justice a 
executive was impressed by the ap- 
pearance of such a strong delegation} 
in Mr. King’s behalf, and accepted the | 
call as an indication of the esteem in 
which. the attorney is held in this 

state. 

Senators Smith and Hardwick and 
several of the congressmen from Geor- 
gia escorted the Georgians to the 
white house and presented them to the 
president. Federal Trade Commission- 
er W. J. Harris also was a member of 
the party. 

Declaring that Mr. King is ideally 
fitted for the position made vacant by 
the death of Justice Lamar, W. A. 
Wimbish, of Atlanta, the chairman of 
the delegation, made a strong plea for 
the Atlanta man. 

Luther Z. Rosser, of Atlanta, made a 
strong, forceful talk in favor of Mr. 
King, and he was followed by T. A. 
Hammond, of Atlanta, who declared 
that Mr. King is well fitted for the po- 
sition on the supreme court bench. 

Speaking as a representative of the 
Georgia bar, Robert L. Shipp, of Moul- 
trie, stated that not only has Mr. King 
the indorsement of the attorneys of 
the cities of Georgia, but he also is 
favored for the position by the law- 
yers of the smaller towns and the ru- 
ral communities.
